Thesé communities along 
Highway 1 in North Vietnam 
have been lost to U.S. bombs 
and are now being reclaimed 
by the Vietnamese jungle.

Since the U.S. officially 
stopped bombing’ this country 
Nov. 1, 1968, there has been 
no reconstruction of the urban 
centres. 

The reasoii is simple, at 
least officially: The Hanoi 
government expects the 
American bombers to attack 
again. 

Admittedly, there is a dire 


shortage of material and 
labor in North Vietnam 

this shortage has worké 
against any plans to rébuild 


the shattered communities. 
But in the two /weeks I 
spent, travelling 1,000 miles 
through the southern provin-
